made flesh; placed under the same ru- 
diments by which they were held in 
bondage ; and from thence ascended 
step by step, until he entered the prom- 
ised possession.

But above all, the salu- 
tary change produced in the lives and 
manners of those who believed, con- 
firmed the doetrine to be of God; and 
served as a test to those who should 
come after, whereby to distinguish the 
true covenant of God, from all the 
counterfeit doctrines of men. When 
the true administration of the covenant | 
ceased, the ‘signs and seals of confirm- 
ation ceased with it. God would not 
affix his seal to the canons, decrees 
and covenants of wicked men, who 
rose up to supplant the true work of 
redemption. For many ages, what 
has been called the Christian doctrine, 
has been ‘void of authority, except 
what arises from superstition, vain 
philosophy, the power of human elo- 
quence, or the civil sword. But when

—— [ Notes from the Diary of William Deming, of Hancock, Mass. who with 
we Brother Eliab Harlow of New Lebanon, N. Y. visited the Believers at Union 


Village, Ohio, Pleasant Hill and South Union, Ky.) 


N the 21st of May 1810, William Deming and Eliab Harlow, were sent 
by the Society at New Lebanon, to visit the Believers in Ohio and 
Kentucky. The distance from New Lebanon, N. Y. to Union Village, Ohio, 
was seven hundred and fifty-five miles. This journey was to be made on 
horseback, as much of the way no roads had been made for carriages at that 
early date. They were enabled, however, to reach some public or private | 
house every night, where they could secure good food and a comfortable rest- ‘ 
ing place. Their zigzag journey becomes interesting as it is so different from 
what it would be at the present date, 1898. 

At night, on the first day, they ‘put up at Stocking’s tavern in s Wate: 4 
distance of twenty-eight miles from New Lebanon. Then crost the North 
River at Catskill and reacht the village of Kingston. The third night they 

-» werein Montgomery. On the 24th of May they past the Goshen Court House 
and reacht Brooktown. On the 25th, they left the state of New York and — 
: entered New Jersey, and at night were in the town of Hardwick. 

‘s From New Jersey they past into the state of Pennsylvania and stopt at 
_ Easton Hotel. For the first time, during the journey, they now mention the 
Grossing of a toll-bridge. 

They next past through a Moravian town and at night stopt at the village 
of Kutestown. The next day they reacht Mayorstown and on the 29th of

- hundred and fifty-five miles. ‘ 
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May they were in Harrisburg, and were pleased to note that the house kept 
by Jeremiah Rees was ‘‘a place of good entertainment.” They now crost 
the Susquehanna river and reacht the village of Shippingsburg. The journvy 
took them over the Blue Ridge Mountains and over Sideling and Race Hills, 
to the tavern kept at the foot of Dry Ridge. After riding some thirty-seven 
miles farther they rested for the night. 

While passing over Mount Pleasant a large rattlesnake lay coiled by the 
side of the road. Providing a safe place for the horses, the Brethren ob- 
tained some weapons from an old fence, and-soon put the venomous reptile 
where it could do no harm. This night they rested in South Huntington. 
After crossing Monongahela river, and getting their clothes very wet and 
muddy, they rode on till they reacht the village in Washington. 

On June 5th they entered the state of Virginia and crost the Ohio river, at 


the ferry, and remained at that place during the night. Their next stop was _ 


at Morristown. Leaving this "place they past through Cambridge and over 
another toll-bridge and rested for the night in Union township. They next 
crost the Muskingum river and stopt at Redding. The next day they past 
through Latcaster and rested at night in Pickaway. Then crost the Scioto 
river, and at night rested in Fairfield. 

Altho they were nearly at their journey’s end and had traveled some twen- 
ty miles they made this special note,—*‘‘It wag by the worst road that ever 
any man would desire to see.” When they rsacht the village of Vernon and 
made preparations to rest for the night, it must have been with thankful 
hearts for the protecting care of a kind Providence. 

On the 12th of June which was the last day of the journey and was to be 


the village of Lebanon, which was only a few miles from Believers. A kind 
and hearty welcome was extended to the Brethren on reaching the family 
where Elder David Darrow lived. There was great cause of gratitude for the 
safe arrival-of the Brethren, after niaking such an extended journey of seven 

These Brethren, altho so far from home were not wholly among strangers, 
as several Brethren and Sisters had,been sent to Union Village, as early as 
1805, from the Society of New Lebanon... — 

June 18. As this diary was written by Brother William Deming there is 
but little said about Brother Eliab Harlow altho he was evidently in the com- 
pany most of the time.  1t is a curious fact that the first building which the 
Brethren visited for inspection was the Meeting House. The early Shakers 
manifested a very commendable zeal in providing a place for public worship, 
as a building of the first importance in the interests of the Society. They 
next visited the saw-mill and learned that the Shakers hauled and sawed their 
own lumber for the several buildings which they were proposing to build. 
A visit to the tannery also assured them that they manufactured their own

As Brother Eliab was a very skillful physician, he was evidently more*or

The visit at Turtle Creek, as Uniop Village was then called, lasted til the 
1ith of July. A Public Service was held on each Sabbath. ‘The —e 


_ were Elder Benjamin S. Youngs and Richard McNemar. 


Two Brethren from Busro were at Union Village on a visit, Robert Gin 
and John, Stoven. John had been taken prisoner by the Indians, several 
tithes and through them suffered much abuse. It was fear of these Indian 
raids that caused the Believers to leave their settlement in Busro. 

On the 11th of July the Brethren from New Lebanon left Union Village 
for Pleasant Hill, Ky. in company with Joseph Allen. It was a journey of 
four days. ‘The land on which the Believers have settled is very excellent, 
but rather uneven, stony in some places and everywhere a solid body of rock 
underneath. On the 21st of July, I accompanied eight Brethren to Salt 
River, on a fishing excursion. We waded in the water for six hours and 
caught forty-eight little fishes. They were bull-heads, perch and flat-sides.” 

‘‘With Brother Joseph we visited the Deer Park of Col. Thomson. He 
had five elk and forty deer.” 


‘‘The Meeting House was not finisht and I assisted Samuel Hooser, who 


was at work on the building, during one day. We visited several families of - 


Believers who had not yet moved to the Community and enjoyed a very prof- 


itable time.”. The settlement at Pleasant Hill, at that date was called Shaw- | 


nee Run. 


July 30. “The Brethren left for South Union or Jasper and reacht that 
place on the evening of the third day. On this trip they forded the Roll- 
ing Fork, Green River, Little Barren River and Big Barren River. They 
visited two caves and went in about ten rods and pronounced them beautiful 

sights. A‘visit was made to the families of Elisha’ Thomas, John Rankin 
and Samuel Edes. 

‘‘We entered one cave that wags forty feet deep. At the bot{om of this 
cave was a swift rushing stream. It was a river in the earth.” ‘On the 
Sabbath we attended the Public mre but some of the apoeniony behaved 
very rudely.” 

On the 7th of August the Brethren left Jasper and directed their course 
homeward. They past by a mound that had recently been uncovered. It 


proved to be very interesting;. Trees were growing.on it that measured some 


thirty inches in diameter. The mound was thirty feet high and forty rods in

PARIS FASHIONS, 


Tue fashion for hats this winter is dark or black 
velvet, trimmed with light-coloured feathers and 
ribbons. Thus a hat of black velvet, low crowned, 
with shovel brim, is trimmed with an enormous 
bow of pale pink faille in front, and a large ostrich 
feather of the same tint laid over the crown and 
drooping at the back. Another is of dark brown 
velvet, with sulphur-yellow bow and feather; a 
third, dark pu velvet, with light mauve trim- 
ming, and 80 on. - 

This, however, is.only, of course, for the dressy 
hat meant to wear with elegant afternoon visiting 
toilets. For walking or driving out in the morning, 
the felt hat is mostly entirely black, with a touch of 
red or gold only to brighten it up. Asa rule, how- 
ever, for this winter, the hat will be the elegant 
coiffure. It is of velvet, and richly trimmed. The 
simpler chapeau is the small toque of felt, cloth or 
fur, to match the costume, and very soberly 
trimmed with a feather border, bows of ribbon, or 
blade feathers; sometimes the head or wing of 
some home bird, such as the dove, the rook, part- 
ridge, or pheasant. 

The town bonnet for married ladies is still the 
capote, somewhat larger than last year, but quite 
close-fitting. Brocaded silks and velvets of all 
styles are used for these capotes, and they are 
sparely trimmed with exquisite bits of old lace, 
jewelled agrafes, and feather aigrette or spray of 
velvet flowers. The hair being worn more and more 
in the neck, the capote incloses the head like a cap; 
and to make the resemblance still greater, the strings 
are very narrow, and tied in a small bow near the 
left ear. | 

Long mantles are decidedly the more fashionable 
this winter. There are two principal styles: one 
tight-fitting, like the redingote, which is more suit- 
able for walking; and one falling loose about the 
‘figure, and fit rather for a carriage-wrap. 

The redingote, or town mantle, is generally made 
of velvet or fine French cloth, lined throughout with 
silk, and trimmed with a feather, or fur border, 
or with passementerie and grelot fringe, The bodice 
is fitted to the figure, and genérally double-breasted 
and fastened with a double row of buttons, or else 
with a plastron and invisible hooks arfd eyes. The 
skirt of the mantle falls in separate lapels, divided 
at the back and sides, so as to show the lining, 
which is of silk of a contrasting colour. 

Only young ladies prefer, in some instances, to 
this. redingote, the long jacket with high, turned- 
back Medicis collar. As for the sleeves, in both 
jacket and redingote they are always full at the 
shoulders, and clinging from below the elbow to the 
wrist, and very often they are of a different material 
to the rest of the mantle. Thus a cloth redingote 
may have collar, plastron, and sleeves of velvet, 
and a velvet jacket, collar, revers, and sleeves of

medical or legal gentlemen, while the architect 
will put your own ideas into convenient, practical 
and attractive shape. Do not fall into the common 
. error and class the architect as a luxury—the fact 
is, he is a necessity. 
HEATING. 
Stoves, furnaces, steam or hot water be 
used, according to the needs or means of the 
owner. In the northern latitudes stoves will be 
found more expensive to operate, if several roonis 
are to be w than either of the other methods, 
and are vastly less convenient, Steam or hot 
water may be used to advantage when the plan 
of the house is such that the use of a furnace is 
unlikely to be satisfactory. A steam plant will 
cost about twice as m as a furnace, and hot 
water 25 to 50 per cent, more than ‘steam, With 
proper management there. is little difference in 
cost of operation between hot air, steam, or hot 
water; but one thing should be borne in mind— 
do not install a heating plant so small that it 
must be crowded todo its work.

Removing Various Stains, 


For fresh tea and coffee’ stains use boiling water. 
Place the linen stained over a large bowhand por 
through it boiling water from the teakettle held 
at a height to insure force. Old tea and coffee 
stains, which have become “set”, should be soaked 
in cold water first, then in boiling water. 


For peach stains, a weak solution of chloride of 
lime combined with infinite patience. 


Grass stains may be removed by cream of 
tarter and water. 


For scorch, hang or spread the article in the 
sunshine. 


. For mildew, lemon juice and sunshine, or, if 
obstinate, dissolve one tablespoonful of chloride 
of lime in four quarts of cold water, and soak the 
article until mildew disappears. Rinse very 
oroaghly to avoid any chemical action upon the 
inen. 


For wine stains, sprinkle well with salt, moisten ~ 


with boiling water and»then pour 
through until stain disappears. | 
_ For blood stains, use cold water first, then soap 
and water. »Hot watef (sets the stains 


For chocolate stains, use cold»qwater first, 
hot water from the teakettle. A 
Fruit stains will usually yield to boiling water, 
but, if not, oxalic acid may. be used, allowing three 
ounces of the crystal
